Under the auepices of the Colonial 
Society, the travoller; Horr Wons, in a lee- 
ture ju Bertin, drew attention to the ubi- 
quitous aclivity of Japanese traders in 
China, which ubiquity’ “was menacing 
German trade, even in our Shantung, where 
the Japanese and not the Germans had 
benefited by the increase of trade ‘resuliing 
from the Psingtaw-Tsinanta railway.” He 
contrasted, unfavourably ,to the Japanese, 
their commercial morality against that of the 
Chinese, and complained that the Japanese 
Courts were prejudiced against foreigners. 
He betieved that the real object of the war 
was the commercial. and industrial expan- 
sion of Japan, and warned his hearers that 


if thé Japanese were victorious the Chinese 


would give increased support’ to Japanese 
trade and German trade would be stranded 
“high and dry.”

M, Giffard shows how, out of'2, 00,0v0 roubles 
collected for the sick and wounded, not more 
than 310,000 rowb'es leaves the central admini- 
stration, and even that snm enffers so much 
from “tapping” on ‘ita Way out that there ‘is 
scarcely anything left by the time it reaches its 
destination =. - eres
